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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. In the Amendment filed 05/13/2005, Claims 7, 11, 22 and 26 
have been cancelled and Claims 32 and 33' have been added; 
therefore, Claims 1-6, 8-10, 12-21, 23-25 and 27-33 remain 
pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 11, para. 4, Ins 1-3, filed 
05/13/2005, with respect to Claims 28-29 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of Claims 28-29 
have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

In reference to Claims 1-6, 9-10, 12-16, 18-19, 21, 23-25 
and 32-33 , Prior art of reference fails to show a pointer 
indicating the selected intensity level on the circuit board 
itself . 

In reference to Claims 17 and 20 , Prior art of reference 
fails to show the pulse coding, binary coding or color coding of 
a lamp used to identify a selected intensity. . 
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In reference to Claims 19 and 30-31 , Prior art of reference 
fails to show that a lighted intensity indication activates upon 
strobe activation, power application to the device or upon a 
command. 

In reference to Claims 28-29 , Prior art of reference fails 
to show a strobe with plural intensities including an escutcheon 
having a dimple, defined by applicant as being a concave 
indentation for viewing. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
